In discussing conditions in Amer­ 
ica, the crop expert estimated 
the 
winter wheat crop at 000,000,000 bu 
which exceeds hist year’s figure. 
The spring wheat crop will total 
250,000,000 bushels or about 50,- 
(100,000 bushels more than hist year. 
Corn, Snow said, may not he 
so 
plentiful this year because of wet 
weather which delayed planting, hut 
the crop will 
not 
suffer seriously 
however. 
The oats crop will he light because 
of unfavorable weather. The 
fruit 
crop will he the largest in years, 
he predicted. 
Crop prospects in Europe are mis 
eraIde, Snow said. 
“ L ast year’s crops were poor but 
according to present indications they 
will he worse this year. 
Wheat in 
France, 
northern Africa, Italy and 
Germany 
has 
suffered because of 
unfavorable weather. The European 
countries undoubtedly will have to 
look to America for food.”
